But no talks with taxmen

night that today's thnatened strike 
by nearly 00,000 civil servants would 
be averted, after the Ministerial 
Wages Cbnunittee agreed to bring 
the pay of all worken In the public 
sector In line with the raises granted 
the engineers and academic ivorkcrs 
last week.

more per month, depending on 
grade. Those in grades 1-14 would 
get Increments of less than IL800 per 
month, but not less than IL7S.

Uganda warns U.S. against

The govemmentoontroUed Radio 
Uganda quoted a military 
spokesman aa aa:risg the presence of 
a U.S. Navy task force off the east 
African coast, must be taken 
seriously. The spokesman, who nor- 
mally la taken to be Amin UmseU. 
announced that Uganda's armed 
forces must be on the alert around 
the clock for any Invasicn. HO said 
that any Invading force “will be dis- 
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integrated by the Ugandan armed 
forces before it con reach Uganda." 

The nuclear-powered aircraft 
carrier Enterprise is cruising oft the 
coast of east Africa aa U.S. officials 
keep watch on Uganda, uncertain of 
the fate of the Americans, mostly 
mlsslonarleB. Ihey were told not to 
leave the country until Amin had 
met with them. But the meeting. 
Originally scheduled for today, has 
now been put off until Wednesday — 
and it Is to be held at Entebbe Air- 
port, where Ivael troops rescued the 
Air France hostages last July. 

Amin’s action followed harsh 
criticism of Ids reitoM by Prerident 
Jimmy Carter’s Ad- 
ministration.

Asked by CBS diplomatic cor- 
respondent Marvin Kalb whether the 
PLO would speetfleally have to 
make a statement recognizing 
Israel's existence or would a 
modification of its wahawi covenant 
be enough of as indication of such a 
change, the Secretary replied: 
"That is a key and very Important 
question and 1 will Just leave it at 
that." 

Another questioner asked the

Two senior Cabinet Ministers in- 
volved In settlement affairs strongly 
condemned the Gush Bmunim groups 
which tried to squat yesterday at 
kfes'ha In Samaria, over the 
" g ree n line" from Kafr Kasem.

Israel and the rest beyond the 
"green Une," .he said. 

The Committee had "taken note" 
of the list and decided that each par- 
ticular site would be considered for 
approval, once detailed plans were 
submitted. Kes’hs was on the list but 
there was no Indleattoin when the 
detailed plans would be ready. The 
Poet sras.told. It could take months 
dr even a year, be said. 


The Guab Emunim group, which 
was aware of the delay in preparing 
the detailed plaiss. apparently acted 
to draw public attention to toe.delay 
and exert pressure for speedier ac- 
tion. 

Hie statement in the ChUnet com-

Jerusalem’s reference to 
Egypt’s undertaking to cease 
hMtilities on the sea — as well as in 
land' and air — largely meant the 
Bab el-Mandeb straits. 

However, the Khartoum parley 
was last nig^ considered to be a 
cause of nervousness more to Ubya 
and the Soviet Itolon than to IsraeL 
Tripoli and Moscow are reported to 
be particularly concerned with the 
growing affiliation of their one-time 
ally Assad, with Egypt and Sudan.

At the height of the eontrontation 
between soldiers and settlers, there 
were more than 190 soldiers facing 
the. 50 settlers. There was no 
violence, and the settlers agreed to 
leave tbe site, which the army 
described as “closed.'' 

By 2 p.m., the settlers were 
loading their sacks of cement 
bufldhig blocks, water containers 
and other beloostega back on their 
truck. They said they were going to 
Jerusalem to protest outUde the 
Knesset. 

The troops remained tn Mes'ba 
with a considerable amount of eqvdp- 
'ment, suggestbig they had no htten- 
■ tion of leaving the site immediately. 

A statement prepared by the 
secretariat of the settlement group 
claimed that the settlers left because 
they had no intention of using 
violence although Ihey had been ask- 
ing to settle at Mes’ha for ttie last 
three years.

Now both groups 
are severed from linkage with 
engineers and able to bargain in- 
dependently with help from the Jour- 
nalists Association. 

Authority director-general 
Yitzhak Livnl credited jour- 
nalists with " hardly ever strikingor 
holding sanctions" in the last few 
years agrinst the authority. Be 
asserted that there were no "secret 
clauses" in the new accord. 

Daniel Bloch, efaslrman of tbe 
Journalists Association, said the 
agreement confirms that “there Is 
no essential difference between the 
work of a newspaper jonmalfst and 
that of his colleague in the electronic 
media." 

Meanwhile, the Flrat and Ihird 
Programmes remained silent as ad- 
ministrative workers at the radio 
continued their sanctions for the 
eighth day yesterday.

Lavon 'saw through Labour 
splits’ 30 years ago

Pinhas Lavon, the late Labonr 
Party leader, pointed out 30 years 
ago that most splits In Israel’s 
labour movement occurred because 
the minority was not capable of 
abiding by the ruUngof the majority, 
and the majority often failed to show 
tolerance towards the minority. 
Ideological differences played only a 
secondary role. 

This was rMalled last night by 
Prof. Shlomo Avlneri, director- 
general of tbe Foreign lianistiy, at a 
Lavon memorial evening at the 
Hebrew University, under the 
auspices of the Pinhas Lavon Study 
Cbnfre of tbe Israel Labour Move- 
ment. 

Quoting from Lavon 's lectures and 
writings. Prof. Avlneri also pointed 
out tbat be bad warned as far bock 


as the early 1940's against the steady 
advance of white-collar woricers at 
the expense of production workers In 
industry and a^culture, which was 
reversing the basic trend of Labour 
Zionism. Lavon also foresaw a 
frightening increase in the country's 
crime rate, and tbe creating of a 
slum proletariat. Ui.a lecture at Beit 
Berl tn 1955, the year Lavon was 
forced to give up the defence port- 
folio. he warned against a premature 
peace with the Arabs which would be 
imposed by the superpowers on 
terms that would be detrimental to 
Israel’s security. Peace could come 
only when the Arabs are really ready 
for it. Lavon said at the time, stress- 
ing that the creation of the State of 
Ivael In 1948 had literally been 
“snatefaed" frum history due to a un- 
ique combination of powers which 
would not recur. 


Rumanian Jews said going 
public in fight to emigrate

Rumanian officials cotmter by 
saying that synagogues, kosher 
butchers and other institutions of 
Jewish life survive, and Bucharest’s 
Yiddish theatre la perhaps the oldest 
existing Yiddish theatre in the 
world.

“I was told by a friendly editor," 
she waa quoted as saying, “tbat the 
ministry never even read my book. 
Die director of the ministry's book 
department, Vaslle Ntcotescu. turn- 
ed It down. I was told because I have 
a Jewish name. I never made a fuss. 
They have a right to be anti-Semitic. 
Many fine people were anti-Semitic.

According to the State Comp- 
troller's report on Sherutei Neft, the 
government compai^ responsible 
for building the facilities, the sub- 
terranean project faaa cost IL24m. to 
date, without any results. The report 
is to be published tod^. 

Work on new reservoirs will not 
start this year. Dr. Zvl Dinstein, the 
government's adviser on energy 
matters, told The Post yesterday. 

]jn an attempt to provide ample 
reserves of fossil fuel, considering 
the fragility of the passage of crude 
'Ml to’ Israel 'tfarongh'the Zted-^O; a 
plan 'to build the huge undergEound 
rraa^irs,- fn the south of the coun- 
try, was adopted In 1971. At the end 
of 1976, no reservoirs had been built, 
although , seitous attempts bad been 
made at two sites. . 

Cracks were found in the granite 
at the first proposed loeation, which 
then had to.be abandoned. At a se- 
cond site, efforts to reinforce the 
walls of tbe underground reservoir 
were unsuccessful. 

According to the comptroller, It 
waa deeid^ lost July to try at two 
i^w locations. DInstein said that 
both sites were promising, but that 
cost of the project had not yet been 
finalized. During the coming year, 
about HJlm. will be invrat^ in 
work at the two sites.

Why people leave their 
bodies for research

mL AVIV. — Tbe number of per- 
sona who will their bodies tor scien- 
tific research in Israel ia among the 
highest in the world, while only a 
small number of Jewa do so to other 
countries, according to ProfCsoor 
HlUel Nathan of Tel Aviv University 
Me.dleal School who has done aomc 
preliminary research on this sub- 
ject. 

In most religiously and traditional- 
ly orientated comm unities, such as 
the Catholic countries of South 
America and Europe. It is difficult to 
eonvtoec people to leave their bodies 
. to seienee. 

Why. Professor Nathan asked 
himself, is this not tnie of Israel? 

Data on donors showed most of 
them to be aakkenartm to the 
professions and arts, people with 


generally liberal and cosmopolitan 
outlooks. All of them gave totally 
altruistic reasons for their decision 
such as "to help seienee." But 
^ofesaor Nathan and hia colleagues 
found other motives, including the 
wish to spare relatives burial ex- 
penses and relwllion against the 
religious esubllahment. He found 
that waves of donations would follow 
demonstrations against autopsies. 

Spousre and parents who felt 
neglected did not want their "neglec- 
tors" to have "e\'cn a grave to cry 
over." Nathan said. Fears of death, 
desires for self-punishment or the 
hope of attaining a symbolic immor- 
tality or posthumous self-realization 
are among the other motives 
Profeqsor Nathan tentatively 
suggests. He stressed, however, that 
all ot.thia must be tovesttyated much 
more carefully by psychologists, 
sociologists and other researehera.

U.S« cuts arms aid on 
humanitarian grounds

* WASHINGTON. — The Garter Ad- 
ministration baa recommended an 
unprecedented cut In foreign 
military aid to Azgentina, Ethiopia 
and Uruguay because of human 
rights violations in these countries. 

The reductions, disclosed last 
Thursday by Secretary of State 
Qyrus Vance, take the new ad- 
ministration's overseas human 
rf^ts policy beyond verbal protests 
to tah^le action for the first time. 

In the past Oongresa has urged and 
occasionally legS^ted foreign aid 
cuts on biiTn^Ti rights grounds, but 
the executive branch strongly op- 
posed such action as undiplomatic 
and counter-productive. Testifying 
. before the Senate appropriations 
subcommittee on forei^ operations, 
Vance cautioned agaJ^ automatic 
U.S. aid reductions because of 
human rights problems of foreign 
countries. "Ih each case we must 
balance a political concern for 
human rights against economic or 
secioity goals,” he said. 

For example, he explained that no 
aid cut has been recommended for 
South Korea "despite the fact that 
we have great coneem about the 
human rights situation in that coun- 
try." The reason is the tongatandlng 
U.S. security commitment to that 
strategically located cotmtry. 

The reductions in military aid to 
the three countries reportedly 
received the personid ^iproval 
President Jimmy Carter. He often 
spoke, in his presldexitial election 
campaign of projecting U.S. values 
abroad, saying that “if other nations 
want our friendship and support, 
they must understand tfaat>we want 
to see basic human rights 
respected." 

Aid to Argentina has been cut to 
$15m. in arms sales credits com- 


pared with 648.4m. last year. But of- 
ficials said not all of this cut is 
because of human r^hts problems. 

Tbe State Department repc^rted to 
Cbflgress two months ago, under 
Secretary of State Henry Basinger's 
leadership, that it had repeatedly 
raised the problem of indiscriminate 
political kHUngs and other human 
rights violations with the Argentine 
authorities. ' But State Departmoit 
ofSclals maintained that continued 
aid was in the U.S. national interest 
due to Argentina’s atratecdc and 
economic importance. 

In the case of Ethiopia, all the 
military grant assistance — which 
came to 66m. last year — has been 
cut. However, arms sales credits of 
610m. and economic development 
assistance of |18.9m.^ (upfrom6l3m. 
this fiscal year) will still he 
recommended. 

Assistant Secretary of State for 
Africa T^lllam Sctaaufele Jr. (a 
Carter nomination) told Congress 
last August that, despite tortures 
and political killings, continued UJ9. ' 
aid was needed to "contribute to the 
stability of this second most pop- 
ulous country in Black Africa." The 
U.S. continues to maintain in 
Ethiopia an intelligence com- 
munications base, which Schaofele 
called "still very important.” 

TOe decision not to ask for military 
aid for Urugut^ follows a Coigress 
decision last year to this effect. 
Uruguay’s military dominated 
regime is reported to have Jailed the 
world's highest proportion of 
political prisoners. 

The State Department had 
previously objected to these cuts on 
the grounds that ;,U.S. .military 
uasststaoce to Uruguay is Ma treaty- 
like obligation.” Before leaving o^ 
fice. Frerident GcraltiFord had ask- 
ed Congress to approve an un- 
disclosed amount of aid to Uruguc^^. 


Iran says Saadis raise oil price

Ten Opec memben, Includii^ 
Iran, decided in Qatar last 
December to increase oQ prices by 
10.4 per cent in January and another 
5 per cent in July.

Amnesty raps treatment 
0f Gape Town prisoners 
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NEW YORK. — Gerard Smith, chief 
U.S. delegate to the first Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks, s&ld yester- 
day that President Carter should not 
try to set up a summit conference at 
future Salt meetings. 

Writing in "The New York 
Times,” Smith said President Nix- 
on’s desire to link Salt with a summit 
“affected the timing and perhaps the 
substance of Salt L..” When plans 
for the 1971 summit fell through, the 
Soviets bad little incentive to reach 
early agreement, he wxute. He also 
noted that time worked in favour of 
the Russiana, since they have been 
acquiring arms that would have 
been limited by Salt. 

Smith said only one channel of 
communication should be used in 
negotiations and that Americans 
should not expect quick results. He 
called Salt a '^low and painstaking 
process.” 

He said that what seems a 
polemical attitude on the part of the 
Soviets may be only a difference, in 
negotiating style. 'The Soviets seem 
to consider arms control as primari- 
ly a matter of lateiTiitiioixa] policies 
tovlng technical aspects,” he wrote. 

"For them, a major arms-eontrol 
agreement would be so significant 
p^tically that it would not require 
detailed provisions. American of- 
ficials ... tend to see arms control 
more as a search for solutions to the 
complex technical problems of es- 
tablishing force levels and weapons 
choraeterlatica by international 
agreement.” 

Smith warned against ovezreae- 
tion to “inevitable” leaks. He said 
"the inability of Washington agency 
officials to keep their mouths shut 
was one reason for White House ex- 
clusion of Salt officials from infor- 
mation they should have had.” 

More serious than that, he said, 
were optimistic statements by high 
U.S. officfals. 

"Above all,” Smith said, “do 
everything possible to turn the 
begh^ng mode in Salt I Into an 
irreversible process. Already, in a 
period of only seven years, arms 
control has become a, respectable 
part of national-security 
p^cy." (UPI)

MOSCOW. — A fire broke out yester- 
day afternoon at the Soviet 
liferebant Mar ine Ministry, but a 
ministry employee said there were 
no casualties. 

Smoke poured from Tender the roof ■ 
of . the seven-storey building on ' 
Zhdanova Street, near Moscow’s 
most popular children's department 
store and about four blocks from the - 
Kremlin. 

The ministry emplt^jree, reached 
by telephone, said few people had 
been on the top floors of the ministry 
when the fire started. About a dozen • 
fire engines were at tiie scene, using 
extension ladders to fight the blaze. 

Police cordoned off the area while 
the fire continued. At the end of the 
blaze one fireman, covered with soot 
and wearing breathing apparatus, 
told a Western reporter: “There waa 
no fire."

BONN. — Interior Minister Werner 
Maihofer yesterdsy defended the 
plsnting of wire-taps in tiie home of a 
jUTominent West German nuclear 
scientist suspected oC avpportlng 
terrorist orgulzations. 

Malhofer's defence came one day 
after the newq magazine "Der 
Spiegel’’ reported that security 
police had broken into the home' of 
Dr. Klaus Robert Tzaube In early. 
1976 and installed the derices. 

The magazine said the Office for 
the ‘Protection of the Constit ution , 
the republic’s equivalent of the FBI, 
acted after the 49-year-old Traube 
had come under suspicion of suppor- 
ting terrorist groups. 

“The starting point of the in- 
vestigations of nuclear physicist 
Traube were his Intensive contacts 
with terrorists and their sym- 
pathizers,” Maihofer said. 

He said that since July 1975, 
Traube also had contacts wrlth left 
extremist leader Itehdi Khanbsba- 
Theherani. Maihofer said Tiaube 
also knew the ’'International 
terrorist (Hans-Joachlm) Klein, who

X>raw)iig on his long experience In 
both fields. Ravtcli has created the 
“Edneatlona! Tlieatre.'' a drama 
trio that performs In high schools 
throughout Israel. According to 
Raviefa. the purpoee of hla group la to 
**expooe bl^ school students to the 
artistic experience, to share 
(Ufferent foriqs of theatre with them, 
and to help them to open up 
creatively.*' 

Educational nieatre gives high 
school ptqtlls a unique opportunity to 
appreciate drama both as ^MCtators 
and as parUelpanta. During the first 
part of Us five-hour visit to each 
school, the trio (which consists of 
Ravich and two yonng actresses. 
Nlssa Ben Arteh and Rachel Kafrl) 
enacts scenes from a potpourri of 


great dramatists, ranging from 
^akespeare to Jeon Genot. 

After the performance, the group 
discusses concepts In drama directly 
with the pupils. Ravich says *'We 
seek to establish personal contact 
with the students, and dissolve the 
artificial barrier betweenactorsand 
audience.*’ 

The pupils are then invited to come 
up on stage and partieipate In what 
Ravich calls "living theatre. “ 
Several students at a time are 
selected to act out improvised 
situations. Explains Ravich. “We 
use situations that pertain to the 
students' lives, such as a fight 
between a girl and her boyfriend at a 
party or an argument between a 
teacher and a student over grades. 
The results are excellent Because 
they can relate so well to the 
situations, the students forget they 
are acting and simply play 
themselves. It la exciting to watch 
these non*actors shed their in- 
hibitions. and awing spontaneously 
into a role.*' 

This reporter recently saw the 
Educational Theatre In action at the 
Hugim High School in Haifa. Z wm 
very impressed, both with the evi- 
dent fascination of the great majori- 
ty of the young audicnee. and with 
the virtuosity of the Improvised per-

formanees. Despite their total lock 
of experience, the pupils created 
re.!! comedy. 

To keep the action completely 
spontaneous, the troupe members 
urge students to come up on stage as 
the action unfolds and create new 
characters. Prom time to time. 
Ravich. Ben-Arieh and KafrI 
themselves Join in the sequences, 
appearing suddenly as nelj^boun 
and friends. The Educational 
Theatre was remarkable because It 
excited pupUs to the paint where 
they Joined the troupe ss equal 
partners In a bold and creative vcd- 
ture. 

The trio returns to each school 
several weeks after Its Initial visit, to 
give a full-length performanee of 
Jean Genet’s theatre-of-the-abaurd 
drama “The Maids." Later, the 
troupe lakes the pupils to see a play 
at the Haifa Municipal Theatre, in- 
troducing llttm to the actors and the 
producer bsckstaga 

“We see the role of our 
programme as essentially 
educational.** says Ravich. “We are 
trying to expose young people to 
different forma of drama and help 
create the Israeli theatre of 
tomorrow.** 


IN KIS own youth. Lenny Ravich 
longed to be an actor. Although he 
studied business administration “to 
please my parents,'* he later moved 
to (Srecnwleb Village, where be 
studied acting with famous drama 
coach Lee Strosberg. “X roomed with 
Dustin Hoffman for a while, in the 
days when he wasn't getting enou^ 
to eat'* Ravich recu^. Unable to 
find steady work as an actor, be 
moved to Birmingham. Alabama 
where ho became an English teacher 
and drama coach In an all-black 
school. *'X directed the finrt alj-blaek 
performance of *Guys and DoQs,* " 
he aaya. ‘The stodents were fontaa- 
tle actors and dancers." 

In 19M, Ravich visited Zsrae! and 
realized that someday he would 
come back to settle. “X felt complete- 
ly at home here, even before X team- 
ed Hebrew." he recalls. “I knew X 
had come home and this was my 
country. Still it was not easy to leave 
my work, family, and friends in the 
United States." It was not until 1978 
that Itavieh. his Isi^ll wife Alisa 
(whom he met on his firat visit) and 
their three children return^ to 
Israel to stay. Says Ravich. “I 
no money or Job at the time, but X 


knew I had to live here, 1 had the 
feeling everything would come out 
all right." 

Lenny eventnally found work as a 
high school English teacher in Upper 
Nazareth where he lives today with 
bis family. He soon began develop- 
ing techniques of creative drama as 
a classroom tool to get bis students 
to use more English. "Many of the 
Improvisations and other Ideas we 
use today in the Educational Theatre 
were developed in the classroom," 
he says. His Ideas so impresKd the 
Iflnistry ^ Education that he was 
made aa inspector of English 
teachers for the north of Israel, a job 
be stfU holds. 

In 1973. Rarieh met Rachel Kafri 
and Nlssah Ben Arieh, two actresseh 
with extensive experience In work- 
ing with high-sehool pupils. After 
several months of practice and con- 
ceptual werk, the trio formed the 
Educational Theatre. “From the 
beginning, we were received very 
warmly by both pupils and 
teachen" Ravich recalls. “Soon, we 
had all the work we eould handle." 

Today, Lenny Ravich has given up 
teaching English so that he can 
devote more time to t)ie Educational 
Theatre. The troupe now performs in 
kibbutzim as well as schools and the 
management of Haifa's Belt Abba 


giMMiiihV has given the theatre its 
foil suppwt, as well as unlimited use 
of Its facilities. Ravich recently 
reached an agreement with the 
Haifa MnnieipaUty to give a series of 
16 performances throughout the city. 

He is now working on a project to 
develop creative drama 
programmes for schools in cultural- 
ly d^ved areas. "I believe that 
these techniques can be used to help 
youngsters who have' never been 
able to express themselves ade- 
quately" he says. 

Ravich's lon^ange ambition is to 

open a municipally-sponsored 
theatre In a permanent location. 
"This would give me an opportunity 
to train young professional actors, 
something I ^ not now have the 
financial resources to do" he ex- 
plains, Nevertheless, Ravich has 
olrea^ succeed^ in accomplishing 
more of his ideas and projects than 
he ever dreamed possible before 
coming to Israel. 

“1 have found this to be a country 
where people are open to new ideas, 
in the theatre as in many other 
areas," be says. In fulfilling his own 
dreams in his new country, Lemiy 
Ravich is helping to bring thousands 
of young Israelis to an appreciation 
Of the creative possibilities inherent 
in drama.

Basing itself on ethical and 
historical imperatives, the Jewish 
community of France expresses its 
right to expect that every French 
government insist on the principles 
of intemstional morality os against 
passing material Interests and calls 
upon the Government to break with 
its current policy, based on ex- 
pediency. which helps and en- 
courages countries bent on ttae 
destruction of the State of Israel. 
**0nly a new policy of equilibrium 
and friendship for Israel — as for all 
peoples of the region — can promote 
both the chances of peace and 
FVeneb influence" It says. 

After condemning all forms of 
terrorism, tiie statement concludes 
by expresadng solidarity with ail 
other Jewish communities, 
regardless of the political regime un- 
der which they live. It calls on the 
Ifrench Government to Intervene on 
behalf of Jews anywhere — notably 
in Eastern Suro^ and the Arab 
lands — who are deprived of their 


liberties. 

Since the time of Napoleon, 
French Jewry'has been effectively 
organized for religious purposee, but 
It was only at the end of World War n 
that GRIP came into being to repre- 
sent the community as a whole for 
aeeular purposes. It Is composed of 
almost SO leading organlzatlona 
ranging from religious to Com- 
munist, from Zionist to Bundlst. It 
represents Freneh Jewry before the 
French authorities and has been ac- 
tive in the fight against anti- 
Semltlam. 

The various organizations 
designate their representative on 
CRIF. which In this respect la closer 
to the American Presidents* 
Conference than to the British Board 
of Deputies whose members are 
elected. In the past the variegated 
nature of CRIF has militated against 
the crystallisation of a consensus on 
such potentially controversial issues 
as the attitude of the FYeneh Govern- 
ment to Israel. 

There were inevitable tensions 
within CRIF. Its leadership in which 
the Rothschllils are prominent) 
preferred to make its protests to the 
Government more discreetly than 
the rank-and-file often liked. Left 
and radical groups were in favour of 
taking much more vocal and out- 


spoken stands. They were supported 
by Zonlst bodies (even more by 
the Israel Embaasyi and youth 
org.*inizatlons. 

Preasurea have been building to 
speak up. One factor may be the 
growing role by Jews of North 
African origin. French Jewry tod^ 
Is roughly dlrided Into one third old- 
timers. one third of Ekist European 
origin and one third Nixth Africans. 
The last are the roost excitable 
group as for as Israel is eoneemed. 

Today, some SO years after the 
majm* North African iRunigrations, 
these Jews have risen within the 
different Jewish bodies. Apart from 
special North African organizations, 
a growing number of Nexth African 
Jews appear as delegates to CRIF. 
Freneh Jewiah reaction to the Abu 
Daoud affair was hysterically antl- 
Govemment. It is. however, doubtful 
whether it 1^ to this particular docu- 
ment which must have been In 
preparation over a comparatively 
len^y period of time. 

The leadership haa tended to lag 
behind the raak-and-file but now has 
caught up. The unanimity obtained 
is an achievement. For the first 
time, the links between the Freneh 
• Jewish community and Israel have 
been clearly defined in a published 
statement, which constitutes an im- 
portant milestone in the Ixraei- 
Diaspora partneraldp.

“Israel needs a new message, a 
new chaUenge, a task to Insi^Jre 
young Jews abroad." Ttae Jewiah 
State's dual tasks in ttae past have 
always been allya and defence : they 
may no longer be sufficient to 
motivate the Diaspora to action 
beyond fund-raising. 

Nor can Israel, RIvlin is con- 
vinced. afford to resign itself to the 
present, static situation — If only for 
purely demographic reasons. And 
beyond demography, there is the 
need for Dlaspora-lsrael Interaction, 
based on continuing allya. which is 
at the root of the aonist vision — a 
vision which RlvUn insists is as valid 
today as ever it was. 

He dismisses with scorn ttae argu- 
ment that a small sovereign state 
and a large, sympatiietic X>la8porm 
were the natural situation of the 
Jewiah People throughout the Se- 
cond Oonunonwealtta and may be aa 
Integral and Inevitable part of the 
dialectic of Jewish history. **The 
Zionist Mbvement never resigned 
Itself, never accepted the contention 
that 'that's inevitable and you can't 
change the inevitable.’ Zionism did 
change that which seemed im- 
mutable, Izievitable." 

The challenge, then, he says, must 
be to levy a volunteer army of 90,000 
young people, Israeli and Diaspora 
Jews, who tfould undertake: 

• to settle in the Galilee, 

• to populate the Negev, 

• to p^nilate Jeniaalem and tts en- 
virons, and 

» to live and work in development 
towns. 

The Zionist Movement would 
spccurhead this new national drive 
forward. It would no longer be a 
movement seeking as broi^ a base

as possible among as many Jews as 
possible, but rather a '’fighting, 
pioneering" movement dedicated to 
action, Inspiring others to acL 

This kind of radical (nreihaul in 
Israel-Dlaspora relations, and in the 
role of Ziodlam in the 'eighties. 
wouM "cleanse the atmosphere," 
wys RivUn, both within the country 
and vis-a-vis the Diaspora. 

Obviously the inspiration and 
leadership must come from ttae 
Government of Israel itself. The 
Zionist Movement would be the In- 
strumentality, not the instigator. 
Here Rfvlin treads carefully, anx- 
ious to steer clear of intra- or inter- 
party politics. "It is up to the next 
government to make the move," be 
says.

Lizards and lambs 
made for children

HIGH UP In the green billa west of 
Jerusalem ta4he little village of Tbur 
Hadassoh there is a garden built for 
(diildren by on unselfish giant. 

The giant is a sculptor who was 
bom in 190. in poverty and hunger, 
in a tiny village tucked away in the 
Ural Ufountgins. His name is ZvI 
Primore and he lives at Tsar 
Hodaasah wltii his Jerusolem-bora 
wife and three chDdren. There be 
has laid out a statuary park especial- 
ly for children. 

Peering over a great wall of mam- 
moth boulders is a huge plastern^f- 
Paris ape. In the centre of the gar- 
den is a gigantic clown’s bead which 
serves as a playhouse for children: 
its Qyrano-Uke nose carries a swing 
and ss we looked at It. a little girl 
with a teddy-bear emerged from tiie 
ears which ore its doors. 

Di front of the sculptor’s house, a 
block egg of polished obsidian sits on 
a pedestal. A life-sized lamb of east 
cement rests in the shade of a pine- 
tree and a real rooster clucks con- 
tentedly from Its pen at the foot of a 
plum-tree. 


Many examples of Primore's work 
ore to be found^iakindergaaXcBBiajid 
nursery schools in and around 
Jerusalem. Al^ave Taakov. there 
are life-sized stone baby elephants. 
At Ramat Eahkol there are huge 
turtles and at Gilo and Bakaa ttaure 
are lizards sad lambs. 

At the near-by settlement of Nes 
Harim, a great obsidian eagle stanifo 
in the garden atop a eoIumn-Uke slob 
of rock while a mammoth dove end 
metre high hens of white gleaming 
stone roost opposite the office 
buildings. 

Zvi Primore is a modest man and a 
poetical one. When he ser ves Ills 
reserve stint In the army, be is a 
demolition expert and hds left cheek 
bears a slosh like a Germsn sabre 
cut, except that it is the result' of a 
land-mine somewhere in Sinai. 

He studied at the Bezalel School of 
Art and he loves to work in stone. 
When be is not making things for 
children to enjoy, he meperiments 
with stone. In his workshop be show- 
ed us a goblet made of grey-^riiite 
stone hewn from the living rock, but 



ss firagOe as a rose petaL 
Perhaps the strangest of his 
creations is the huge stone flower 
commissioned by the daughter of the 
late Margot Elausner as a memorial 
to her mother. It was chosen for the 
grave because of Mrs. BJausner’s 
belief that she had been an Alpine 
flower In a previous itte8mati(m.

OAU declines to recognize 
any Rhodesian rebel group 


LOME, TOGO. — The Ministerial 
Council of the Organization of 
African Unity (OAU) yesterday 
postponed a decision bn which of the 
rival Rhodesian black nationalist 
groups it would officially recognize. 

' OAU assistant 8 ecretar 3 ^general 
Peter Onu told reporters after a 
•marathon session that the 
organization's foreign ministers had 
decided to refer the question to the 
OAU summit next July In labreville. 

Onu said there- were divergent 
views on a recommendation by the 
five so-called “EVont-Llne" states 
— Zambia, Tanzania. Mozambique, 
Botswana and AxigOla — > that the 
OAU should officl^ly recognize the 
Patriotic Front of Joshua Nfcomo 
and Robert Mugabe: 

According to conference sources, 
some members warned that giving . 
exclusive support to the Patriotic 
Front would precipitate civil war In 
Rhodesia. 

Meanwhile, in Salisbury, a 
telegram signed by a "Salisbury 


businessmim" and fron^aged by a 
national newspaper yesterday said 
that "even suMiqultoea* are 
migrathig — there is no more blood 
to suck." 

It was' a comment on the 
government's plana to raise taxes to 
pay for an in tenslQdng guerrilla war 
ui^ has engendered political uncer- 
tainty and prompted Rhodesian 
wbUea to emigrate In record 
nuzhbera. 

*nie telegram' sent on mday 
appeared in* the Snziday "Mail" 
followhig a week during wfaLeh the 
government said it -would ask Parlia- 
ment to slap a lO per eentsurehazgb 
on Income tax, raiae sales tax by up 
to IS per cent and limit wage in- 
creases to a maximum of S per cent 
until June, 1978.

Ministers too busy with election 
matters for day-to-day decisions

Senior mlnlatry offlelala have late- 
ly held a scries of meetings at which 
they took decisions of the kind usual- 
]y reserved lor the political 
leadership and Cabinet officers. This 
Is the result of a feeling among the 
officials that the country's political 
leaders arc preoccupied with party 
and election matters. It Is learned. 

The most Important officials In- 
volved In these meetings are the 
dlrcclom-gencral of the Finance. 
Commerce and Industry, and 
Transp^ Ministries, 

Mere are some of the decisions 
made. 

Some politicians thought that dur- 
ing the proposed package deal 
period no wage Increments should be 
granted. Ministry officials, on the 
other hand, thous^t this impractical. 


Thus, the Package Deal Law tabled 
In the Knesset allows wages to rise 
during the period of the deal, if the 
Increases wci« agreed upon before 
the cut-off date. 

• The political leadership wanted 
the Government to reach a much 
broader compromtoe with the Op- 
position on the size of the interim 
budget. This move was blocked by 
the officials and the eventual com- 
promise remained rather minimal. 

• It was the officials who took the 
difficult decision to grant the 
engineers, technicians and 
academies wage increases ranging 
from IL200 to ILdSD a month. 

• Officials on their own Initiative 
are currently prop^ng an emergen- 
cy plan for the economy, to be sub- 
mitted to the Finance Minister after 
the eleettons.

Egged has also engaged a com- 
pany specialising In financial 
management to revamp Its financial 
structure. Aa a result, small finan- 
cial units for each of the 
cooperative's departments. Instead 
of the present, huge unit for the 
whole cooperative, will be formed.

Amendment may mean ILSOOm. loss

The gm'emment stands to lose 
ILSOOm. in revenues if the proposed 
amendment to the Industry Law is 
api^ved by the Knesset. 

'Die amendment grants shipping 
companies the right to depreciate 
assets within two years, as is 
eustomory in industry. Tbtta, if the 
law Is approved the companies will 
be able to show losses and the 
government will lose revenues. 
These are estimated at HJ8&m. for 
1978. They are expected to reach 
ILdoom. in the long nm. 

The logic behind the amendment Is 
to equalise condittona in shipping to 
those in industry. However, senior 
Treasury otfleiala who oppose the 
-law, say that this is uzmeeesaaxy. 

Lazier depreciation allowances 
were granted to industry in 1975 to 
minimize the impact of inflation. 
This does not appty to shipping, 
however, where the ships are valued 
and traded In foreign currency, nie 
mini-devaluations serve to 
guarantee the value in Israel pounds 
of shippers' aaseta. and no further In- 
centive to necessary. Treasury of- 


ficials think. 

Furthermore, they state that tbe 
new law would encourage shipping 
companies to trade-in their ships' 
every two years, like used ears. A 
company would thus sell Its ships 
after two years, earn the full 
depreciation allowances, and then 
buy another ship for another two 
years, counting on a similar gain. 

The driving force behind the 
amendment is the Transport 
Ministry, while the Treasury to 
reluctant about it. The Post learned 
yesterday.

Soldier entitled to pension despite proof of his negligence 


The Supreme Oourt, by majority 
derision, allowed an appeal against 
a Judgment of the Jerusalem District 
Oourt delivered to l.A. 5430/78. 

Durtog the appellant's milito^ 
service he visited a friend serving to 
a field meidfeal eUnlc. While waiting 
for hto friend, the appellant sat down 
on the bed of tbe soldier on duty at 
the ellzilc and felt that an Usi was 
under the mattreaa. nie appellant 
theretQKm took tbe Uszl out, loaded It 
and dangled It on hto knees. In the 
process the Uzzl went off and the 
appellant received a hxiUet In hto left 
hand which caused w™ IS per cent 
Invalidity. 

He applied tor an Invalid's pension 
under the Invalids (Pensions A 
RchablUtatlon) Law. His application 
was rejected by the Pensions Officer 
on the grounds that his injury hod 
been caused by an unauthorised and 
careless act on hto part (he was 
found guilty by a bautozy Court of 
using arms without authority and 
without taking proper preeautloiiary 
measures) and that it could not, 
therefore, be said to have been In- 
curred In consequence of hto service, 
within the meanlngof "Invalidl^" to 
the Invalids (Pensions A Rehabilita- 
tion) Law. The Appeals Oommlttee, 
attached to the Jerusalem District 
Court, to confirming the Pensions 
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Officer's decision, held that it was 
possible that an act committed 
without authorisation and negligent- 
ly could still cause an injury "in- 
curred in consequence of military 
service" but that that could only 
happen if the Injury were caused to 
another soldier and not to tbe soldier 
who bad himself committed tbe un- 
authorised and negligent act. 

Section Oof the Invalids (f^nsions 
A Rehabilitation) Law, (Con- 
solidated Version), 1959, provides in- 
ter alia, that: "No gratuity or pen- 
sion under this Law shall be paid to 
an invalid whose Invalidity has been 
caused grave misconduct on his 
part." The Law defines "invalidity" 
as bring; 'Tbe loss of tbe faculty to 
perform an ordinary action... as a 
result of... injury, occurring to tbe 
period of (asoldler’s) service in con- 
sequence of hto service." 

In tbe appeal against the District 
OourCs decision, Mr. M. ArbeU 
appeared for tbe appellant and Mrs. 
P. Albeek, Scni.or Assistant State At- 
torney for the respondent. 

JUDGMENT 

Justice Cohn, who delivered the 
majOTlty opinion of the Supreme 
Coi^ Justice Shereshevsky con- 
curring, pointed out that section 9 of 
thetovallds Law does not exclude an 
Injury Inflicted on himself by a 
soldier from causing invalidity, but 
denies the soldier a pension or 
gratuity because of his Invalidity It 
his Injury was caused by bis own 
grave misconduct. In other words, 
however bad a soldier's misconduct 
might have been, the tojuzy he caus- 


ed to UmseU thereby would stUl be 
deemed to have been caused "to con- 
sequence of his service" within tbe 
definition of "invalidity." 

But, In the present case, tbe pen- 
sions officer himself hod not con- 
sidered tbe appellant's conduct os 
being "grave misconduct" within 
the meaning of section 9, nor bad the 
Military Court found him gi^ty of 
such misconduct. Therefore section 
9 was not applicable to tbe case — 
contrary to the respondent's 
counsel's attempt to invoke It. 

As to the respondent's argument 
that an unauthorised oroegligent act 
on the part of a soldier severed the 
coxmcction between tbe act and his 
military sendee, be could not accept 
It, held Justice Cohn, for tbe reason 
that it was not conceivable that 
every injury suffered by a soldier in 
consequence of the perpetration of a 
military offence on his part should 
disqualify him from receiving pen- 
sion rights on the grounds that it bad 
not been incurred in consequence of 
the soldier's service. Fbr there are 
offences which by their very nature 
ore committed to consequence of 
military service and woidd not be 
committed except in consequence of 
that service. A very good example of 
such an offense was tbe negUgmt or 
unauthoriked use of army weapons. 
Nor would it be relevant, be con- 
tinued, that an injury caused by such 
use of weapons waa caused to the 
user himself or to another soldier. 

"In consequence of service." 
jusUc Cbhn went on to bold, must not 
be construed as meaningonly "tahile 
lawfully fulfiUtog a mlUtary duty." 


For if the legislature had wished to 
limit the rigU to a pension to only 
such soldiers as are injured when 
fulfilling a lawful duty, they could, 
- and wottld{’ hove-said so e^qnwsriy. 
As it to, however, the term "in con- 
Bcquence of senvict" to sufficlenUy 
wide to include unlawful acts, and 
the unlawfutoesa of such acts does 
not sever tbe relattonsbip between 
the mllita^ servlee and the injury 
caused thereby (see also C.A. 4S2/7S, 
IP.D. 27/469). 

The only test to be applied, he con- 
cluded. is whether the injury would 
have occurred if the injured person 
bad not been a soldier at the time 
(sec Justice SUberg to C.A. J87/64, 2 
P.D, 28/515). And as in the present 
case tbe appellant would not have 
been injured if be bad not been doing 
‘his military service at the time, hto 
injury must be deemed to bave oc- 
curred in consequence of bis 
military service. The aj^eal should, 
therefore, be allowed. 

JUDGE ASHER 

In hlB minority 'opinion Judge 
Asher pointed out that the 
appellant’s conduct Indicated that he 
had wtobed to show-off hto skill and 
knowledge before his friend, and 
that It was clear that no one had 
edor ordered him to handle tbe Uzri. 

In short, be had done so onhis own 
initiative without any cause or need 
for doing so in connection with any 
military duty. He could mat see how 
such conduct could possibly come 
within , the meaning of "in conse- 
quence of military service." Fbr he 
could not agree with Justice Cohn 
that any use of arms by a soldier 


must perforce be in consequence ui 
military service. On the contrary, he 
was of the opinion that only such use 
BB was required tor the purposes of 
• the .army. ->*>.andin this context it 
would be irrelevant whether tbe use 
were negligent or unautborised — 
could be deemed to be use "to con- 
sequence of zDiUtary service,” and 
that once a soldier uses a weapon for 
purposes other than those for which 
he was entrusted with It (for exam- 
ple, for hto own private purposes) 
then his use thereof cannot be said to. 
be "in consequence of hto millta^ 
service." 

Any other Interpretation, he con- 
tinued, would frustrate the 
legislature’s declared purpose of dis- 
tinguishing between "during 
military service" and "in conse- 
quence of military serviee," both of 
which criteria are eontatoed In the 
definition of invalidity. 

Aa, therefore, he was not of the opi- 
nion that the appellant had used the 
Usi in consequence of his military 
serviee, held Ju^ Asher, although 
he had done so in the course of hto 
military service, he saw no cause for 
allowing the appeal. 

Judge Asher went on to concur 
with Justice Cbh)i that "in conse- 
quence of military serviee" did not 
necessarily mean in consequence of 
the lawful execution of military 
duties, and that even if a soldier 
carried out his duties negligently w 
flouted his superior’s orders, he 
could still be said to have acted In the 
course of hto ndlltary sez^riee, as 
long as the act was committed within 
the framework of hto mllitazy duties 
and not for purely private purposes.

IF ANT ASSURANCEIS were still needed that the FLO has not* 
nor Is about, to change its spots, they were glvra most 
authoritatively by the head of that organlsation*s **pblltleal 
department*' Farouh Kadduml, in three separate interviews 
onty last Saturday. 

The PLO will "accept" an Independent state in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip, said KaddiiTni, but only with a view to its 
.eventu^ extensioa to the entire area of "Western Palestine." 
The FLO will agree to take part in a resumed Geneva con- 
ference, represented by its own delegation, and only If the talks 
are baaed not on the resohittona of the Security Ckmncll, as 
before, but on the decisions of the General Assembly.. 

Tn. other words, there is not going to be any revision of the 
FLO'S notorious "NatiomU Oovenant." Some eosmetle changes 
might be entertained, to placate well-wishers In the West'and In 
the East vho have been pressing for a more "moderate" image 
of the terror organizatian, to help ease the PUl'a- way to 
Geneva. But there will be no disavowal, even implicitly, of the 
flnai aim of Israel's destruction. 

Ihere Is no good reason to doubt Kaddumi's word. It should be - 
granted due attention by all those who keep u^jing Israel to pay 
heed to die sui^sed "transformation" which the PL^ is sup- 
posed to have recently undergone. 

The reiteration of the FI/)*b unwavering commitment to its 
original genoddal goal freshly vindicates Israel's c^sistent 
policy, which has been neatly summed up by Foreign Ifinlster 
AUon, as, “Palestinians — yes, PLO — no." While ruUngout any 
thought of accommodation with the PLO — a contradictlai in 
terms, really — this policy acknovdedges the need to sattofy 
Palestinian interests, in the original context of Jordan. It also 
means dlsincllnatian to force Israeli rule in permanence over a 
large occupied Arab populaticm. 

Inevitably, this involves readiness to cede ba^ to Jordan 
parts of Judea and Samaria, in condlttons of a peaceful settle- 
ment. lhat is the idea which has jtmt won renewed endorsement 
from the Labour Party convention, whose platform named Jor- 
dan explicitly — for the first time — as one of Ihe neighbouring 
countries with which a territorial compromise is to be sought. 

As a corollary, the convention proposed to limit Jewish settle- 
ment in Judea and Samaiia.to some specific areas — those, ob- 
viously, to which a strong case vnnildbe made hi peace tallu — 
rather than extend it all over the West Ttawif- 

There are those in this country, ranging from Mbshe Dayan to 
Henahem Begin, who find fault, large or small, witii this policy, 
on grounds of ancestral right or of military defence, or both. 
They have articulated a powerful, but not a sufficient aigument. 

Mr. Dayan, for example, ia right in recallir^, as he dU at the 
convention, that the world never acquieaced In Jbrdui's 
assumption of sovereignty over the West Bank. That could serve 
as a rebuttal of Jordanian nraiTnii for I^aeli withdrawal all the 
way to the old armistice demarcation lines. But surely it is also 
relevant to kec^ in mind what it Is that "tiie world," including 
Israel's best friends, thinka of the annexation, under whatever 
guise, of the West sdik to Isra^. 

lir. Begin, for his part, is fully justified in voicing doubt about 
the measure of peace which the Hashemite monai^ would, at 
the momCTt, be prepared to offer Israel even in exchange for 
the most far reacUng territorial concessions. But by insisting 
that Judea and Samaria must not be transterred to "foreign 
rule" under any conditions, the leader of the Likud, however In- 
advertently, only i>lay8 Ihfd the hands of those who wish to 
brand Israel a foe of peace. 

In the coming elections the people. In their wisdom, may 
chose to overtiu^ tiie present LnraLeU policy. But until then the 
Rabin Government, tor all its minority status, is fully entitled to 
pursue it. Iiforeover, any extra-parliamentary attempt to es- 
tablish facts "on tiie groimd'* contrary to that policy, as Chish 
Bmunlm promises to continue doing, must be disallowed. 


Les^n to be learnt 


KO-QNE WAS THINEING yesterday, as the threatened strike 
grew near, that the present cabinet could possibly resist for long 
this'latest challenge — by the civil servants — to its waning 
authority. Ia the area of wage policy, the government has slmp- 
ty collapsed. 

But there is another failure too that of the respective union 
leaders, tt will not take long for the rcmk-and-tile to realist that 
they have been led up a blind alley once again. Everybody' is go- 
ing to get more baifknotes at the end of each month. But'the 
recipients will not be able to buy more goods for long with tiiat 
money. 

WflTiimnfaBM are cheap to print and easy to acquire witii the aid 
of paralysing work stoppages. But goo^ have to be produced, 
strikes do nothing to help that. 

H is perhaps a good thing tiiat the chain-reaction with which 
we have become famnur over ^ years took place so swiftly In 
ti^ pre-election phase. As soon as the doctors got, everybody 
else followed. The links^ principle was applied in double-quidc 
time. Before the medical practitioners even saw the colour of 
their salary rise, the entire public service had climbed onto tiie 
bandwagon; angry noises are already heard from the 
private secto.

•THE HANDFUL of-newzmea luc^ 
enough to 'slip Into the Peres 
“dress^-roozn” during Wednesday 
night's vote count will'long 
remember the moving scene of for- 


titude and resflience they witnessed 
there. Within minutes of the end of 


voting; the first results were in, and 
the trend soon became painfully ob- 
vious. A sombre hush feU on the little 
gathering. Feres and Eban. aeated 
in the centre of the group, stared at 
the floor, ashen-faced. Bban’s chin 
quivered; hia wife, Susy, gripped his 
arm. 

Then Peres took in a great gulp of 
the stale, smoke-laden air, and, as 
though it were the elixir of youth, let 
out a long sigh — . and smiled. 
"That's It, chevra," he said. "It's an 
oirer. Do you know the one about the 
wtiter on the Polish train..." 

An aide, quiekty sensing the kind 
of support his. chief needM, said 
"No, it was aRumanlantralnJ" and 
everyone lausdied. A nervous, bitter, 
sad laugh, but it broke the un- 
bearabie tension. 

Minutes later, Peres was able to 
stride back Into the convention haU, 
clear«yed and smlUi^, Ms bearing 
earning him warm. applause from 
everyone. 

Those early moments of sngolsbed 
defeat were memorable fbr another 
reason too: tiiey msrked an un- 
precedented trlmnph for political 
democracy In IsraeL ‘The gap Is 
only thirty votes." a young aide 
cried out excitedly at one point in 
the count. "A defeat by thizty ieatiU 
a defeat." Peres retmted. 


The fact that Mr. Peres 
won nearly half of the 
votes at the Labour Par- 
ty convention does not 
entitle him to a duum- 
virate with Mr. Rabin, 
who got the nomination 
for Prime Minister, 
suggests ' DAVID 
LANDAU.. 


SADLY. mOUGH. the triumph of 
democracy bas proved diort-lived. 
On the very morning after, Peres 
and his followers turned their hacks ' 
on tlie basic tenet of democracy and 
began arguing that a narrow defeat 
(the final gap was 4A votes, or 1.42 
per cent) is noit a defeat after ail. 

"The party has elected' two men,, 
not one," they said. Mbre to the 
point, they demanded 49.29 per cent 
of all the spoDs — all the positions of 
power and influence "from the Car 
binef to the cooperative shop" — to 
be apportioned within the party In 
the days ahead. Since 49.29 is as 
close to fifty as makes no difference, 
they were inMsting, in effect, on an 
equal share In everything. 


. 2%ePo«i'sJoaiiuaEktiliantsuiimi- 
ed up their argumgnbyestmday with 
poker-faced precision: "Peres’ 
camp has Insisted on equal power 
because Rabin had a majmity of 
oniyO.Tl" (!) (Rabin polled 90.71 per 
cent.) . 

To add clout to their demands, the 
Peres side indicated that they were 
in no particular hurry to start the 
*^eal" election campaign (ag«diist 
the opposition parties} — unless 
their demands were forst met. "Let 
them put Baram and Rablnowlts on 
the hustings," one leading -Pares 
supporter said sneerlngly. 

The point is that some of Labour's 
most effective vote-getters — Iferes 
himself, Eban, Yossi Sarid, — are in 
the Peres camp. They axe threaten- 
ing, in effect, not to pull their wMgfat 
in the campaign unless the result of 
Wednesday's vote is to idl intents 
and purposes nullified. 

' They do not challenge the fact that 
the 0.71 per cent gives Rabin the 
zi£^t to be named Party Leader and 
Prime Minister; but they seek to 
deny him the right to be Party 
Leader and Prime Minister in more 
than name only.

As Yoel Marcus writes In Friday'si 
"Ha’aretz," Rabin’s watchword- 
- must be "In victo^ .-^nag- 
nonimity" not because m any lofty 
ideals, but because of the crudest .

' But Marcus is mistaken, surely, 

when be endones the Feres camp's 
demand for absolute equality as the ' 
only means of aehlev^ even this 
transient unity. 

On the contrary, a unity achieved 
in this way would be so transparent-' 
ly phoney that even the naivest of 
electors w^d see tfaroiigta it. It 
would/ooreover, be the guarantee of 
its own certain transience and early 
dissolution. It would also bring last 
week's party election — which many • 
people admired as a healthy new 
depiulure in feraell politics — Into 
retrospective ridicule and contempt, 
for it would mean that the election 
'decided nothing of substance. - . 
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OBVIOUSLY one is not arguing that 
a majority of 44, or even of 440, can 


a majority of 44, or even of 440, can 
give Rabin tbe Justification or ex- 
cuse for wiping the slate clean of 
Peres supporters. 

If tliis is what he or his aides 
thought — and the immediate post- 
poU doings of the Rabinite bosses of

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An inquest on the Horev Report 


IN .SEPTEMBER, 1976. the long- 
awaited Horev Report suggested 
changes in the relationship between 
the Jewish Agency and the NQniatry 
of Absorption, ^ve months later, 
after muUing It over, and with elec- 
tions approaching, both the Govern- 
ment and the Je^rish Agency Board 
of Go v e rn ors are be^nning to relate 
to tbe report. 

Tb recap, the committee of 10, 
headed by Technlon President Amos 
Horev.recommendediltotthe Prime 
Minister head a "Supreme Zounlgra- 
Uoii and Absorption Council" whose 
members would tnelude the Head of 
the World Zionist Organisation,' 
cabinet members and represen- 
tatives of the Jevdsh Agency, the im- 
migrant associationB and the public. 

Immigration and absorption func- 
tions would be integrated under an 
umbrella oiganization to be called 
the- "Iminteration - and Absorption 
Authority." thus eltmlnatingtfae pre- 
sent htOiusfry of Absorption as well 
as the Aliya Department of the 
Jewish Agency. The Authority would 
be headed by the chairman of the 
Jewish Agency and would work 
withfo the Agency's framework, 
following the guidelines of the 
Supreme CounciL 

The Authority's Board would also 
be headed by the chairman of the 
Jewish Agency. It would include "a 
government minister." a director- 
general. the treasurer of the Jevd^ 
Agency, and a representative of the 
Wnistry of Fhu^e. ]^ch ministry 
would appoint an assistant dimtor- 
general to co-ordinate allya and ab- 
sorption work, and these gentlemen 
would constitute a Coordinating 
Committee under the 
of the cabinet member sitting on the 
Supreme Council. 

R Is laudable that the report is un- 
equivocal about the fact that the 
separation of immigration and ab- 
sozption functions is izrational and 
no longer tolerable. But practically 
everyone already knew this. And 
despite the political reality in Israel 
^eh led to this artificial separa- 
tion in 1968, even the Americans on 
the Board of Governors of the Jewish 
Agency, and especially its chair- 
man, Max Fisher, insisted at the 
Agency's TUth Assembly (in July, 
1976) that the Prime SOnirter put an 
end to tbe waste. 


The Board of Governors 
of the Jewish Agency 
will meet in Jerusalem 
tomorrow to discuss, 
among other issues, the 
recommendations in the 
Horev Report on a new 
organizational structure 
for immigration and ah> 
sorption. BLEEZER D. 
JAFTFB offers his own 
view of the Report. 




IN MT OPINION, the Government 
and the Jewish Agency should reject 
tbe Horev Report, and perhaps set 
up other teams to si^est alter- 
native approaches to the problems of 
Immigration and absorption. 
Moreover, they should enlarge the 
mandate and have the new task 
• groups relate to' tbe larger picture of 
the relationship between the State of 
ferae! and the Jewish Agency. 

It is almost impossible to analyze 
the issues without looking at the 
larger, more basic framework. This 
ia a major task for Israel and 
Diaspora Jews: to define the tasks 
each must handle, and the 
organizational framework 
necessary to accomplish those tasks.^ 
All the rest is secondary. 

It is naive to assume that the 
n-jme Minister will be able and free 
to chair a Supreme Council on aliya 
and absorption. Recent experience 
with the Prime Minister's Cbuncil on 
Social' Welfare has shown this ap- 
proach to be an unrealistic one when 
it comes to organizing serious 
matters. 

In essence, the report advocates 
continued Agency responsibility — 
as opposed to Government respon- 
sibility — for allya and absorption. 
This aJso seems to me to be wrong. I 
believe that tbe Government, In 
close cooperation with organized 
Jewish communities and Israeli con- 
sulates in the Diaspora, should take 
direct responsibility for aliya work. 
We will need trained, Government- 
employed sklihim, who can speak on 
behalf of Israel without shlodlanut 
and provide professional advice and 
service. 


TE3E HOREV REPORT emphasizes 
the importance of each mtoistry do- 
ing its job in a co-ordinated manner. 
It is also Important to note that the 
policies to be implemented by the 
ministries must be detenxiined, in 
the final analyaia, by the cabinet. 
And even today, no Jewish Agency 
project or poUcy is Implemented in 
Israel without either tacit or explicit 
Government ^proval. 

These facts seem to point to the 
need to transfer aliya and absorption 
matters to a governmental rather 
than a non-governmental structure. 

1 would suggest a five-year expM- 
ment, entrusting aliya activities to 
the Ministry of Absorption. The 
Mhilster would be chosen from the 
largest party In the nert portion, 
and the direotor-generu would be 
chosen for his or her ^fessional 
qualifications alone. 

In addition, a non-political, 
professional Advisory Committee.' 
Including representatives of the im- 
migrant associations, should follow 
the ministiy's activities and prepare 
bi-annual evaluations to be 
presented to tbe cabinet tor discus- 
sion and policy-making. Fbially, the 
Knesset should have a new and 
separate Oommlttee on Immigration 
and Absorption to act as a watchdog 
and to push . relevant legislation 
through. 

It seems to me that after 80 years 
of statehood we ought to experiment 
more freely in the pursuit of new ^ 
answers to our problems, and not ' 
cling to pre-state solutions and In- 
stitutions.

Parents must oome to thoroughly 
understand their child's particular 
problem and receive extensive 
guidance in dealing with the learning 
disabled child's, day-to-day 
problems. Faith and intelligence, 
whether the child's or the parents', 
are not enough. Parents must active- 
ly complement and supplement, at 
home, the work of the professionals. 
This is vital to the success of the 
child's particular programme. 
However, due to the shortage of 
trained personnel in many countries 
(as true of IsraelAS Jn Canada, Fm 
sure), neither the child nor the 
parents receive the hety thciy need 
and ore entitled to. 

The only solution for parents has 
been for them to form self-help 
groups through which they can be of 
assistance to one another, provide 
help In every way to the overworked 
profesaionals and convince 
educational institutions to give the 
learning disabled children tbe help 
they need. The enormous growth of 
such parents' groups in North 
America, Europe and Australia 
attests to their effectiveness.
